6th iiist, writes follows:
The visit of Cijit. R. S. Htyes, pras-ide- nt

of the Iatemationafand Orent
Northern railroad, has excited public
attention to acjnsideralile extent In
an interview with Mr. Hays your cor-

respondent learned that the future
movements of the International were
indefinite. The purchase of a large
amount of stock by the Gjuld syndi-
cate is of but rtcent date, and it is
not yet known will its effect.

One thing is certain, Mr. Gould does
not buy railroad stock for mere ps
time. The control of the Internation-
al railroad is only another move to
complete his grand scheme of an inter
national line from the City of Mexico

to the principal commercial centers of
the United States.

as futile as Mrs. Partington's war with
her broom against the Atlas tic. The
percentage of increase throughout the
South during the past decode stands
at 81.05, against 25.85 at the North
in general, while the percentage of in-

crease in New England has been only
14-7- and in New York, Pennsylva-
nia, Ohio and New Jersey taken to-

gether only 18.02. The fifteen socall
ed Southern States have added 4,277,
700 to their population, and the twelve
Western and Pacific states only 8,581,-00- 5;

' The absolute increase of Texas
since 1870 has been greater than that
of any other state in the Union, be-

ing 42,000 more than that of New
York. Her ratio of increase of Penn-
sylvania, and 46,000 more than that
has ' been enormous, Should she
maintain it for ihe next decade, 1890
will see Texas running a close race
with Illinois for the fourth place in
the list of states. With Uie impetus
sure to be given her by the im-

mense railway operations now lead-
ing to and concentrating .upon, her
territory, indeed, Texas is not unlike-
ly to exceed this ratio, and in that
event Ohio. will be hard pushed by
her for the thirdplace. ,, . Colorado
shows the most oolossal ratio of in-

crease, reaching 829.82 per cent,
hut this is obviously abnormal, as ii
also the ratio of 267.83 in Nebraska,
and of 173,14 in Kauas. The on'y
state which shows as important a
ratio of increase, resting on causes
likely to endure, as Texasj is Oregon,
which has grown at a pace nearly
double that of California. ,
